OT naturally robuit, and always accuf%o- 
med, not only to the comforts, but ele- 
ancies of life, a long confinement in a noifome 
and unwholefome dungeon had reduced him to 
the loweit tlate of weaknefs. Infuch a fituation 
he was dragged forth to torture, and then piun 
again into the damp and dark cavern trom 
whence fe came—wiihout food, medicine, or al- 
fiftance of any kind; though it is wfual for thoic 
who fafier vie torture to have medicinal help and 
refrefhmert -ftcr it. ‘This excefs of feverity 
could be imputed only to the malignant t Buence 
of the officer of jutice, in whofe power he was. 
From the fame influence it happened, that 
though the Sicur Angiade, amidft the mott dread- 
fal pains, had tleadsiy proteted his innocence— 
and though the evideuce againit him was ex- 
tremely defective, fentence was piven to this ef 
fett:—=That Anglide fhould be condemned to 
ferve in the gallics for nine years; that his wife 
fhould, for the like term, be benified from Pa- 
ris, and its jorifuiclion; that they thould pay 
three thoufand Jivres reparation to the Count de 
Montgomery as damages, and male reititution of 
twenty-five thoufand fix hundred and feventy- 
three litres, and cither return the pearl necklace, 
or pay four thoufand livres more. Frou thisfam 
the 6ve thoufand {even handed andeighty hivees. 
found in the fucks ia the fervants’ room, were to 
be deduQed, together with the feventy louis d’ors 
found in the box, of which theothcerof jufice 
had taken poffedion, and alfo a double Spanifh 
piftoie, and feventcen louis d’ors, found on the 
perfon of Anglade, which was his own money. 

Severe a3 this fentence was, and founded on 
flight prefumpiion, it was put immediately into 
‘execution. Angl>de, whoie conilitution was al 
ready finking under the heavy preflure of misfor- 
tones, whofe limbs werecontracted by the damp 
nefs of his prifon, and who had undergone the 
molt excruciating tortures, was fent to the tow- 
er of Montgomery, there to remain, without af- 
fiflance or confdlutioa, til] rae convicts condcemn- 
ed to the gallies were ready t0 go. He was then 
chained wuh them; a fituarion how dreadful! 
fora gentlemen, whofe fenfibility of mind was 
extreme, and who had never fuffered the ‘leaf 


herdthip or difficulty till then; when be was 
plunged at once into the Jowett abyfs of amifery, 
chained among felons, and condemned to the 


mott hopslefe confxenent and che feveref labour, 
withont ony fupport, but what he ceuld procere 
f-om the pity of thofe that faw him ; for of his 
own he had now nothing! Yet, dreadful as thefe 
evils were, he fopported them with that patient 

s whieh nothing but confcicas imnocence 
could buve produced. 

Reduced to the extreme of human wretched- 
nels, he felrnot for himfelf; but when he reife. 
edon the fituation of his wife, and his infant 
dunghier, hie fortitude forfook him. A fever 
hed. from his fir confinement, preyed on bis 
frame; iis progrefs grew -:apidly, and he felr, 
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his death inevitable ; when the gally flaves being | 
called to depart, he fought leave to fee his wite, | 
aad to give his bleiling to his child—but 1: was 

denied him!—He fubmitted, and prepared to | 
go; but being too weak to ftand, he was put in- | 
toa waggon, whence he was lifted of at night, | 
when they topped, and laid on itraw, in a barn 
or out-houle, and the next morning carried again 


between two men to the wag gon to continue his | 
journey. 


In this manner, and believing every hour 
would be his latt, the unhappy man arrived at

damps, the want of p oper food, and of freth 
air, overcame the tender frame of the poor 
child; and then it was that the dittraétion and 
defpair of the mother was at its height.—In the 
middle of arigorous wimer, they were ina cavern, 
where uo air could enter, and where the damps 
only lined the wall; a little charcoal, in an 
earthen pot, was al! the fire they had; and the 
fmoke was fo offenfive and dangerous, that it in- 
creaied rather than diminifhed their fufterings. 


In this difmal place the mother faw her poor 
child tiaking undera difeafe, for wiich the had 
po reinedies. Cold fweats accompaiaed it, and 
fhe had neither clean linen for her, or fire to | 


charity, end they were not allowed fo fee any | 
body, they had no relief but waat the prick from | 
time to time procured them. At length, and as 
a great favour, they were vemoved to a place 
lefs damp, to which there was 2 lictle window ; 
but the window was flopped, and« the fumes of 
the charcoal were as noxious here as in the cavern 
they had left. Here they remained, however, | 
(Providence having proionged their lives) for 
four or five months —Moniieur d’Anglude, not 
being in a condition to be chained to the oer, | 
was fent to the hofpital of the conviéls at Mar- | 
feilles; his difeafe fill preyed om the poor re- 
mains of a ruined cenilitution, but his fafferine s 
were lengthened out bzyend what his weakneis 
feemed to promife. It was near four months 
after his arrival at Marfeilles that, being totally 
exhaaRed, he fel: his lait moments approach, and 
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defirsd to receive the facraments ;—before they 


were admiftered to him, he felemaly declared, 
as he hoped to be received into the prefence of 


| the Searcher of Hearts, that he was innocent of 
the crime laid to his charge; that he forgave his 


inexoravle profecutor, and his partial judge, and 


| felt ne other regret in quitung the world, than 
| that of leaving his wife and his child expofed to 


the miferies of poverty, and the difgrace of his 
wumputed crime: bet he trufted his vindication to 
God, who had, he faid, lent him fortitude to en- 
dure the fufering he had not deferved : and then, 
after having received the Eucharciit with piety 
and compolure, he expired ;—a martyr to unjuft 
futpicion, and hafty or malicious judgement. 

He had been dead only a few week, when fe- 
veral perfons, who had known him, received 
anonymous letters;—the letters fignified, that 
the perfon who wrote them, was on the poist of 
hiding himfelf in a convent for the ita his 
life; but before he did fo, his confcience obliged 
him to inform whom it might concern, that the 
Sieur d’Anglade was innocent of the robbery 
committed in the apartments of the Count Mont- 
gomery; that the perpetrators were one Vin- 
ceat Beleltre, the fon of a tanner at Mans; and 


The letters added, that 2 woman named De la 
Comble could give light into the whole affair. 
One of the letters was fent to the Countels de 
Montgomery, who however had not generofity 
eneugh to thew it; but the Sieur Loyfillon, and 
fome others who had reccived the fame kind 
of letters, determined to inquire into the affair ; 
while the friends of the Count de Montgome- 
ry, who began to apprehend that he would be

An inquiry was fet on foot after Belefire and 
Gagnard, who had fome time before quitted the 
Count’s fervice.

Gagnard, who was the fon of the jailor of 
Mans, had come to Paris without either cloaths 


or money, and had fubfifted on charity, or by 
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faying msfles at St. Efptit, by which he hardly gaincd 
enough to keep him alive; when the Count de M 
ara ee It wasimpoffible what he got in bis fer- 
vice, as wages, could earich him: yet, immediately after 
quitting him, he was foon cloathed neatly in his clerical 
habit; his expences for his entertainment were exceflive ; 
he had plenty of money in his pocket; and had taken a 
Woman out Of the fireet, whom he had eftablifhed in hand- 
feme lodgings, and cloathed with the greatzft profufiun of 
finery --- [To be contineed.

ber, bave each three Sundays; May; Juney- Auge’, ana 
Sepiember, cach four Sundays; July andO@ober,each five 
Sundays ; and Apui has fix. So that, ‘in the whole year 
there will only be 47 Sundeys, which aye five fhort of :),- 
dfuel sumber.- 

But. this is nqt all ; thefe Sundays do. not fall on ia 
day of the week to which cuftom has taught the wilgar to 
look for tliem. The Calender has, it feels, undergone a 
confiderable alte: atiou, As for inffance, the fit Sunday 
afer Epiphany falls on a Monday, the fecond on Monday, 
and the third oa Tuefday.
